THE SIX PRESIDENTS. 


RESIGNATION SEEMS A SPECIALTY 


WITH FRENCH EXECUTIVES. 


AH Haie Been Compelled to Resign Ex- 


cept Saui-Carnot, Who Wan Assassinated. 
The President's Powerless Position When 
A siaileil—Career or President Faore, 


Tbo United States has had 24 presi- 


dents, nouo of whom resigned. France 
has had six, all of whom resigned ex- 
cept one, who was assassinated. 
There 


are several reasons for this difference of 
procedure. One is that the seven years' 
term of the French president gives him 
moro time to become unpopular than thu 
four years" term of tha president of the 
Omted States. The main reason, how- 
ever, is to bo found in the constitution 
of each country. In Fiance the president 
is the creature of the legislative branch 
of the government. He is elected by the 
senato and chamber, tho liio of his cabi- 
net depends upon tho favor of theso 
bodies, and if he incurs their ill will 
and desires to appeal to the country for 
vindication lie can only do so with the 
consent of tho senate. If the senate is 
against him, he innst resign. In the 
United States tho president is elected by 
the people, instead of the legislative 
body, congress has little control over 
him, his veto practically allows him to 
dictate what congress shall do in the 
way of legislation, and resigning is 
about the last act he ever contemplates.

The third repnblio of France dates 


from Sept. 4, 1~870, immediately after 
the downfall of Napoleon III, at tho 
close of hii disastrous war with Ger- 
many. Louis Adolphe Thieis was elect- 
ed president Aug. 31, 1871, served ns 
chief executive bnt two years, throe 
months and seven days and resigned 
May 24, 1873. Previous to his election 
he had been known as n constitutional 
monarchist and an advocate of tho pre- 
tensions of the house of Orleans, and 
when in 18Y3 ho declared himself In 
favor of the republic as the form of gov- 
ernment acceptable to tho majority of 
tho people the mouarchial parties com- 
lliaed against him, and under pressure 
of an aflveieo vote of the assembly he 
resigned. 


On May 24, 1873, Marie Bdme Pa- 


trice Maurice MaoMahou, marshal of 
France under Napoleon III, wns chosen 
president throngh Jhejnflueusg oJLthfl. 
monarchists and hold hFspostfiva' yean, 
eight months and six days. MaoHahon 
was inclined to Bonapartism and hated 
radicalism. It was not long before bis 
only supporters were the monarchists 
and clericals, and his dismissal of Pre- 
mier Jules Simon and the enmity of 
tho mighty Gambetta hastened his 
downfall. 
Gnmbetta declared in a 


ipeeeh that MacMahon must "quit or 
submit," and on Jan. 30, 1879, rather 
;han sign a bill forcing into retirement, 
some of his old comrades, tho president j 
stepped down. 


Francois P. Jnlea Qrevy was elected 


president Jan. 80, 1879, and was re- 
oleoted in 1885 and remained in power 
seven years, ten months and three days. 
Che discovery that his son-in-law, M. 
Wilson, and the police had suppiessed 
and falsified judicial evidence, and 
Grevy's support of this corruption, led 
to an overwhelming popular demand for 
his resignation. Grevy, however,.clung 
to the presidency like n leech. Several 
times he announced his resignation, but 
the document invariably had a meta- 
phorical string tied to it and was pulled 
back. Finally the chamber and senate 
by joint resolution practically summon- 
ed Qrovy to resign, and he did so Dec. 
2, 1887, with great reluctance. 


The following day Marie Francois 


Sadi Curnot was chosen to succeed him. 
He held tho office 6 years, 6 months and 
21 days, and until the assassin's hand 
ended his life Jtme 24, 1894. Three 
days later Casimir-Perier became presi- 
dent, bnt a "six months' campaign of 
defamation and insnlls against the army, 
tho magistrature and an irresponsible 
chief of state" compelled him to resign. 
How long his successor, Francois Felix 
Fanre, will last remains to be seen. Be- 
tween tho monarchists, who desire a 
monarchy, tho socialists, who are 
against any presidency, and other disaf- 


engiueer by tho Spring Valley Wate: 
company. In March, 1889, ho returned 
to the island kingdom, leaving his wife 
and child behind, and a few months 
later Mrs. Wilcox returned to her par- 
ents in Italy. 


Being disappointed by his reception 


in Honolulu, Wilcox at once began plot- 
ting with Liliuokalaiii, tho heiress to 
the throne, for the overthrow of the 
king and the restoration of the old auto- 
cratic constitution. Kalaka'aa, learning 
of this, sent for Wilcox and bought 
him over to his side. Ho told Wilcox 
that he, too, was opposed to the existing 
constitution, and if Wilcox wanted a 
revolution to go ahead, and ho would 
stand by him. To this Wilcox assented, 
bnt when tho revolt was sprung Kala- 
kaua turned on him, and the outbreak 
was quickly suppressed with the aid of 
the United States warship Adams. 


In this outbreak seven of Wilcos's 


followers were killed and abont a dozen 
wounded. At tho time of tho overthrow 
of Lihnokalani ho posed as a violent an- 
nexatiouist, and so continued until he 
failed to get the office ho songht. Since 
then bo has been turbulent and seditious, 
,nnd tho recent revolt was tho result of 
his discontent.

Hor»us Jn tho Show Ring. 


It is coaoeded that to be eligible to 


win n prize in tho show ring a horse 
should be absolutely sound. To this end 
inspection by n qualified, veterinary sur- 
geon is indispensable, and Uhorssshows 
are to take in America tho plnco they 
bold in Kcglaud or Franco somo rules 
providing for such examination must be 
formnlacod and put iu force. The regu- 
lations of almost all the state fairs and 
other shows held in this country pro- 
vide for tho inspection by veterinarians 
of the horses entered, but they are, to 
speak plainly, never lived up to, and as 
a result many au unsound horso has 
been placed at tho head of his class. 


A show is intended primarily to be 


educational, but nothing desirable can 
possibly bo taught by the awarding of 
the bluo ribbon to n horse that is not 
sound, and therefore not entitled to a 
position in the prize list. It is natural 
enrfngh that managers of shows should 
be averse to injuring tho reputation of 
any^iorse that maybe exhibited, and 
this' feeling undoubtedly accounts for 
the superficiality of the veterinary in- 
spection practiced at the most of the 
shows hold hitherto in America. If, 
however, it were known that each horse 
sent forward would be subjected to a 
rigid examination by n board of well 
known 
veterinarians, owners would 


keep the unsound ones nt home, and a 
marked improvement in tho quality of 
the exhibits would be noted iu a short 
time. 
• 
, 


Tha London method of inspection is 


the most simple and consequently tha 
most easily managed. 
The horses eu- 


torod ID any class are shown in the ring. 
The judges teloct their "short loet," 
the animals in which are then taken to 
inspectors who examine them, give cer- 
tificates to those they pass and reject 
those than are unsound iu any particu- 
lar 
Those to which certificates havo 


been given are then returned to tho ring 
and placed by the judges in thoir order 
of merit. Those that are rejected are 
led to their stalls. Of course a horee 
thus condemned depreciates in valno the 
moment he fails to reappear in the le.et; 
but, on the other hand, it is known that 
the prize winners are absolutely sound, 
svhich gtiidos breeders in making their 
selection. 
Placing, then, together the 


depreciation mentioned and tho great 
good to be derived from using only 
sound horses, it will be found that tho 
latter very much outweighs the former, 
and the advantages gained by enforcing 
veterinary inspection at shows becomes 
nt once apparent to the most casual ob- 
server. —Horseman.

COLTS' TEETH. 


Like Children's* Tcoth, They Glvo Trouble 


When They Come and Co, 


Dr. E. P. Niles, in bulletin No. 36, 


Virginia agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, says: 


In tho colt tho incisor nnd first three 


molars on each jaw are always tempo- 
rary and replaced by permanent teeth 
some timo during tho animal's life. The 
last threo molars are always perma- 
nent and arc uoVcr replaced. The teeth 
mako thoir appearance as follows: Tho 
two middle incisors and the first three 
molars make their appearance before or 
somo" days after birth, tho first laterals 
four to s-ix weeks aflsr birth, second 
laterals, or corner teeth, six. to nine 
months aftor birth, tho fourth molar 
(first permanent one) is cut at from 10 
to 12 mouths of age. At 2}£ years the 
midOlo incisors and tho first and second 
molars aro replaced. At tho same time 
the fifth molar is cut. At 3,'^ the first 
lateral incisors and tho third molar are 
replaced 
At 4',{ tho corner teeth are 


replaced, and tlio sixth molar is cut. In 
case of a male tho canine teeth are also 
replaced at \y, 


Dentition in young colts is sometimes 


accompanied by very unfavorable symp- 


toms. The most serious trouD'le arising 
from faulty dentition in youag colts is 
indigestion with diarrhea. In this trou- 
ble both tho molar aiid incisor teeth 
may be at fault. 
If tho molars alouo 


give rise to the trouble, the cause of the 
diarrhea may bo overlooked, bat upon a 
careful examination of tho mouth the- 
gnrai will bo teen to be swollen, in- 
flamed and painful to the touch. Should 
the incisors also be involved the colt 
will refuse to take its nourishment, ow- 
ing to the painful condition of tho gnms 
corei iiiR tho teeth, which have not at 
this time made 
their 
appearance 


through them. If tho gams aro freely 
laucod, the unfavorable symptoms soon 
pass away, and tho colt is restored toils 
normal health. Diarrhea, however, is 
not constant in these cases Tho writer 
has often teen called in in cases when 
tho only symptom present was the re- 
fusal of tho colt to suckle, which it did 
in a vigoiou-i manner after tho lancing 
of the gums over tho incisor teeth. 


Wo have stated that tho replacement 


of tho temporary teeth begins at Zy, 
years of ago and continues until 4^ or 


~> years of ago. During this time thera 
is frequently more or less cough, which 
is known as "dental cough," duo to 
tho irritation of tho,mucous membrane 
lining tho mouth and throat, as a result 
of the teething process. This cough is 
never of a serious nature and needs no 
special treatment. 
The eyes aro also 


sometimes - Jeeted through reflex irri- 
tation, which usually passes off when 
dentition is completed. 
It not infre- 


quently happens during dentition that 
tho terupors.ry molar is not properly 
shed. In such cases the animal oats 
with difficulty, frequently turning tho 
head to ouo side while masticating its 
food. Tho bonos of tho face enlarge ic 
the region of tho faulty tooth, and pus 
frequently forms in tho sinus immediate- 
ly over tho tooth and the adjacent facia! 
bonos, producing an offensive purulent 
discharge from the coriespoiiding nos- 
tril.

I can grind feed either fine or coarse, 


consequently as well prepared for feed- 
ing as if ground by a regular miller. 
1 save the time going to mill as well 
as something on toll, as quite often tho 
grinding is done when the weather is 
unfavorable for working out of doors. 
If a farmer or daiiyninn keeps and feeds 
as he should ten head f>i stock, he can 
afford to have a mill. With this num- 
ber, and oven a greater number, a good 
swoop mill, costing but a trifle as com- 
pared with other outfits, may bo used. 
If circumstances will permit the pur- 
chase and management of a mill having 
a greater capacity, then this kind should 
be used. My mill grinds from 8 to 15 
bushels of shelled corn, oats, wheat rye 
or any shelled grain, separated or mix- 
ed, according to fineness and condition, 
in one hour. In my business I use a two 
horso troad power and consider it the 
cheapest, safest and most satisfactory 
where this amount of power is sufficient 
to run the rail iu use satisfactorily. I 
can grind corn and cob at the samo 
time, but my mill is rather small and 
the power hardly sufficient where the 
corn is large and hard. Sometimes I se- 
lect small ears and grind'withont shell- 
ing. 
I grind and use corn, oats, rye, 


wheat. I believe it is economy and a 
satisfaction to own and use a farm 
mill, depending, pf course, upon the 
amount of feed to be prepared, upon tho 
capacity of the mill, etc. I use a feed 
mill, run by a two horse tread power, 
which also runs ray separator, a churn 
and butter worker. I expect to run a 
corn shelter and feed cutter by it soon. 
—H. T. B. in Rural New Yorker.

An Eloquent Denunciation of the 


- Sin of Pessimism. 


Its Crowing Tendency un 1'umltiK.Ued 


£til—TU0 World ou Hit* ttuy to 


iteucs o't Beatitude aud 


Felk-lty depleted. 


Kev. T. Da Witt Talmage delivered 


the following discourse in the Jiew 
York Academy of music, on the sub- 
ject: "The Dangers of Pessimism." 
taking for his text: 


I said in my haste, oil men arc liars.—Psalm 


Swindled, betrayed, persecuted Da- 


vid, in a paroxysm of petulance aud 
rage, thus insulted the human race. 
David himself falsified when he said: 
"All men are liars." He apologi/cs 
and says lie was unusually provoked, 
and that he was hasty when he hurled 
such universal denunciation, "i said 
in my haste," and so on. It was in him 
only a momentary triumph of pessim- 


. ism. There is ever and anou, and never 


more than now, a disposition abroad to 
distrust everybody, and beean.se some 
bank employes defraud to distrust all 
bank employes; and because some po- 
1 
lice officers have taken bribes; to be- 
lieve that all policemen take bribes; 
and because divorce cases are in court, 
to believe that most, if not all, mar- 
riage relations are unhappy. There are 
men who seem rapidly coming to adopt 
this creed: All men are liars, scoun- 
drels, thieves, libertines. When a new 
case of perfidy comes to the surface, 
these people clap their hands in glee. 
It gives piquancy to their breakfast if 
the morning newspaperdisclos.es a new 
exposure or a, new arrest. They grow 
fat on vermin. They join the devils 
in hell in jubilation over recreancy and 
pollution. If 
some one arrested is 


• 
proved innocent, it is to them a disap- 
pointment. They would rather be- 
lieve evil than (food. They are vultures,, 
preferring carrion. They would like 
to be on a committee to find some- 
thing wrong. They wish that as eye- 
glasses have been invented to improve 
the sight, aad ear trumpets have been 
invented to help the hearing, a corre- 
sponding instrument might be invent- 
ed for the nose, to bring nearer a 
malodor. 


Pessimism says of the church: 
"The 


majority of the members are hypo- 
crites, although it is no temporal ad- 
vantage to be a member of the church, 
and therefore there is no temptation 
to hypocrisy." Pessimism says that 
the influence of newspapers is bad, and 
that they are corrupting the world, 
when the fact is that they are the 
mightiest agency for the arrest of 
crime and the spread of intelligence, 
and the printing press, secular and 
religious, is setting the nations free. 
The whole tendency of things is to- 
ward cynicism, and the gospel of 
Smash-up. We excuse David of the 
text for a paroxysm of disgust, be- 
causes he apologizes for it to all the 
centuries, but it is a deplorable fact 
that many have token the attitude 


' of perpetual disgust and anathema- 


tization. There are, we must admit, 
deplorable facts, and we would not 
hide or minify them. 
We are not 


much encouraged to find that the 
great -work of reform in New York 
city begins by a proposition to the 
liquor dealers to break the law by 
keeping their saloons open on Sunday 
from two in the afternoon to eleven at 
night. Never since America was dis- 
covered has there been a woise insult 
to sobriety and 'decency and religion 
than that proposition. Thai proposi- 


,, tion is equal to saying: "Let law and 


order and' religion have a chance on 
Sunday forenoons, but Sunday after- 
noon 
open 
all 
the 
gates 
to 


gin 
and 
alcohol 
and 
Sehiedam 


schnapps 
and 
sour 
mash 
and 


Jersey lightning and the 'variegat- 


M ed swill of breweries, and druukca- 


ness and crime. Consecrate the first 
half of the Sunday to God, and the last 
half to the devil. Let the children on 
their way to Sunday-schools meet the 
alcoholism that does more than all 
other causes combined to rob children 
of their fathers and mothers, aud 
strew the land with helpless orphan- 
age. Surely, strong drink can destroy 
enough families, and sufficiently crowd 
the alms houses and penitentiaries in 
six days of the week, without giviug it 
an extra half day for pauperism and 
assassination. 


Although we are not jubilant over a 


municipal reform that opens the exer- 
cises by a doxology to rum we have 
full faith in God and in the Gospel 
which will yet sink all iniquity as the 
Atlantic ocean melts a flake of snow. 
What we want, and what I believe we 
will have, is a great religious awaken- 
ing that will moralize and Christian- 
ize our great populations and make 
them superior to temptations, whether 
unlawful-or legalized. So .1 see no 
Cause for disheartenmeut. Pessimism 
is a sin, and those who yield to it crip- 
ple themselves for the war, on one side 
of which are all the forces of darkness, 
led on by Apollyon, and on the other 
side of which are all the forces of light, 
led on by the Omnipotent. 
I risk 


the statement that the vast majority 
of ^people are doing the best they can. 


efMne hundred and ninety-nine out of a 


g;V thousand of the officials of the munici- 


pal and United States governments 


,(are honest. Out of a thousand bank 
I presidents and cashiers, nine hundred 
and ninety-nine are worthy the posi- 


they occupy. Out of a thousand 


,J .merchants, mechanics

'iine are doing their duty as they un- 
derstand it. Oat of a thousand en- 
gineers and conductors and switch-

over and ovar 


again. If the theory of the pessimist 
were accurate, society would 
long 


ago have gone to pieces, and civiliza- 
tion would have been submerged with 
barbarism, and the wheels of the cen- 
tbries would have turned back to the 
Dark Ages. A wrong impression is 
made that because two men falsify their 
"bank accounts, these two wrongdoers 
»ve blazoned before the world, while 
nothing is said in praise of the hun- 
dreds of bank clerks who have stood at 
their desks year ici and year out until 
their health is well nigh gone, taking 
not a pin's worth of that which be- 
longs to others for themselves, .though 
with skillful stroke o£j>en they flight 
iavB enriched themselves,, and built 
'their cdunjCry seats on the banks 
<lf . the 
Hudson 
or 
the 
Rhine. 


It is a mean thing in human nature 


' that ineu and women are not praised 


for doing well, but only excoriated 
when they do wrong. By divine ar- 
rangement the most of the families of 
the earth are at peace, and tile most of 
those united in marriage have for each 
other affinity aud affection. They may 
have occasional differences, and here 
and -there a season of pout, bntthe

On tho plateau of Ti^at 
hoar frosts, it is true, are sometimes 
seen mider nearly the fame latitude, but 
ou tbo seashore, east and west, the 
twenty-sixth parallel is a guarantee of 
perpetual summer, even in years whon 
Peking aud Yokohama are swept by 
f-nowstorms. A gale like that which re- 
cently fringed the mouth of tho Rio 
Grande with shore ico would nmko tho 
citizens of Canton staro like Bedouins 
drenched by a cloudburst. 


Yet a polar wave in its progress 


across our national territory loses about 
SO per cent of its maximum horrors. 
Freezing point weather at St. Angus- 
tine, Fla., means zero weather at Bos- 
ton. A sleet storm on theEio Grande im- 
plies a snow tornado on the Canadian 
lakes. Tho huinauo turnkey of tho cbirn- 
neyless Mexican jail who treated his 
prisoners to a courtyard fire would 
probably havo taken the responsibility 
of turning them loose altogether rather 
than seo thorn perish in the temperature 
of a north Michigan ico gale. At Fort 
Brady, on tho south shoro of Lake Su- 
perior, the mercury has been known to 
drop 45 degrees below tho point which 
Professor Fahrenheit considered the no 
plus ultra of cold in any civilized coun- 
try, and there nro nights whon a mastiff 
loft to shift for himself in the open air 
would run tho risk of freezing as hard 
as the granite watchdogs seen iu front 
of our suburban villas. 


The Teeth of a Storm, 


"I used to pity the first Napoleon's 


sufferings on the Russian snowflelds," 
writes a press correspondent from St. 
Paul, "but I have stopped that waste of 
my sympathies sinco the day when tho 
crush of passengers in an oloctrio car 
terspted mo to step out on tho front 
platform. I had a thick shawl under my 
fur cap, but wo bad not gono ton 
squares before I bounced back into tho 
stifling interior of tho sheet car. The 
half frozen grenadiers of the Corsican 
Ciesar could maich anyhow to keep their 
blood in motion, but a North American 
motorinan has to stand still whilo his 
car is shooting at race horse Bpood into 
tho tooth of a zero storm."

and to hold moisture in droughts. Ii 
very diy weather water can be run iut 
tho upper part of this system of drain 
and allowed to run down through. In 
hot, 
dry countries where few stones art 


found perforated pipes aro used. Jlr 
W. S. Marshall of Texas thus describe 
a system in quite general use in section 
of that stato. 


Tiio water is distributed by moans o 


pipes placed in the ground below the 
reach, of tint plow. Theso pipes may b< 
of thin, perforated metal, of clay tii 
ing, or they may bo made of cement it 
a continuous line and tbo sides pcrfo 
rated at intervals to allow the water to 
run out and soak into the soil. Subirri 
gatiou by this method effects a great 
economy of water. All that used goes 
just whoro it is wanted to produce the 
best results. There is no baking of the 
surface and comparatively little loss 
from evaporation. One thousand gallon? 
will water properly and sufficiently as 
many trees or plants by this method oi 
distiibutiou as would 6,000 gallons by 
surface application. The windmill is 
located ontside of tho lot Water is con- 
ducted in an iron pipe to the reservoir, 
a cypress tank with a capacity of 6,000 
gallons.. This is located in the center 
of the plot irrigated. 


See figure, in which 0 represents the 


tank, or reservoir, 3 3 and 4 4 small 
pools in which the header pipes termi- 
nate, 5 Sandfl 5 header pipes and * * 
distributing pipes. 
Figures 5 5 are 4 


inch header pipes made out of cement. 
They connect with pools 3 3 and 4 4, 
located near tho reservoir. These pools 
aro common kerosene barrels. 
The 


lines * J * aio tho lateral pipes. These 
are 22 inch cement pipes and are perfor- 
ated, a three-sixteenth incli hole being 
made every eight feet, alternately on 
either side. In applying the water a full 
tank is drawn into one of the pools, 
whence tho water runs evenly over the 
section covered by the system of pipes 
connected theiewith. As will be seen, 
there aro four sections of pipes to cover 
thowhole lot. Each section covers about 
an acre. Tbo lateral pipes (if * ") aro 10 
feet apart, aro closed at ono cud, as aro 
the header pipes. There is no outlet to 
tho pipe except tho small punctures 
along tho laterals. It will be seen that 
a tank of water discharged into tho pool 
3 is at once conducted evenly over tho 
section connected therewith. Peach, 
apricot and other fruit trees nre set 
along the lines of tho pipes, and grape 
vines between the rows. Tho pipes used 
in this systam cro of cement perforated 
at intervals. 


Hural New Yorker believes that this 


plan conld be successfully worked on 
small garden spots with comparatively 
little expense. The late A. K. Cole, who 
practiced this plan on a, large scale, 
constructed a series of ditches oa a 
rather steep hillside and tilled them 
with stones. Those held moisture, aud 
iu timo of sovero drought water conld 
be run in from a hydrant.

this grass. Frost cures it on tho ground, 
so that it retains its nutritions qualities 
all winter. The grass produces round 
spikelets ono foot high, with tops well 
loaded with oily seeds. These seeds are 
very fattening and nutritious. At the 
baso of each tuft is a mass of fine flat 
leaves. 


These three grasses have in tho past 


supported tho immense herds of wild 
and tame cattle in the west, and even 
today millions of acres of rich laud aro 
covered with one or tho other. But in 
many places they have totally disap- 
peared, and coarse, worthless weeds have 
taken their places. From experiments 
made in the past it bns been demon- 
strated that with a little proper atten- 
tion wonderful results can bo obtained 
from the™ grasses in any part of the 
country. Theii rank, luxuriant and yet 
nutritious growths must in tho future 
bo better appreciated In somo respects 
they aro greatly superior to many of the 
cultivated grasses.

Clover In R Dry Season. 


The Iowa Homestead draws these con- 


jlusions from au experience with new 
sown clover in a drought year: 1. That 
n spring sowing on a light soil aud in 
a dry season deep covering is cssou tial. 


That in a dry season a Etand of clover 


among apparently heavy oats is im- 
leriled, provided the oats aro removed iu 
-i hot, dry time. 3. Thatiu a dry season 
t is quito possible to -ottisin a stand of 
•kiver in slonghs by sowing in tho early 
spring and cutting off the slough grass 
u time to give tho clover room. 4. That 
urface sowing of clover seed is useless 
n o very dry season, especially on light 
oil. This is practically the same aa the 
first conclusion, but is repotted to im- 
n-ess an important fact.

OUTLOOK FOR BUSINESS AND LEGIS- 


LATION THE COMING YEAR. 


A WMe Hange of Opinion—Views of lead- 


ing Populists—The Financial Situation. 
Lafe Fenco and Hi* Constituents—Talk 
About an Increase of Gold.

WASHINGTON, Jan. S1._"IS the re- 


cent trouble m Brooklyn to bo taken as 
a mere local outbreak, :\ sort of isolated 
accident, or does it indicate the open- 
ing of another year of labor troubles, to 
bo followed, as usual, by a winter of 
great suffering and ui.iny appeals for 
charity?" 


This question, and in substantially 


those words, has been asked many a 
time in t.ho capitol during the past ten 
days, and tbo range of opinion devel- 
oped is quite curious 
Despite the evi- 


dences, Ihero are still many who insist 
that our luifjinc'.s trmibles are substan- 
tially ovei, and that \vn n^o about to 
enter on au cia of p'O'purity, and I ob- 
serve that tiu'yall l-n^c then opinion on

three facts—that consumption is now 
rapidly gaining on production in the 
world's grain markets; that tbo gold 
supply is increasing at an unprecedent- 
ed rate, and that tbo wild projects and 
labor troubles of last summer have 
proved effective lofsons. I am particu- 
larly interested in tho answers of the 
Populists, and without exception they 
deprecate tho Brooklyn strike and de- 
plore its possible consequences in legis- 
lation. 


Views of Two Senators, 


I talked an hour or so the other day 


with Senators Kyle and Alien on the so 
called "new departure of the Populist 
party," and in the course of it tho for- 
mer said: 


"I am very sure that the Brooklyn 


matter is an accident and unpremeditat- 
ed, for I ha've but recently talked with 
all the labor leaders. After the Chicago 
affair eiidod they said to me: 'This is 
our last strike. Wo have gone through 
enough in this hue, and hereafter we 
shall seek the desired oiid by votes.' 
And the last election shows that they 
have kept their word. I do not desire to 
arrogate anything to myself, but I was 
the instrument in concluding the Chi- 
cago trouble. It was ngruecl that the 
commission was to bo appointed to ex- 
amine the whole matter and other con- 
cessions made, and thereupon the strike 
was to bo called off. As soon as that 
was dona all the labor loaders went to 
work for the election, and tbo enemy, 
wary, as usual, prepared to deceive the 
public as to our strength. There has 
been a double reaction on that matter 
which is really fnimy. 
Right after the 


election the monopolist, organs raised a 
great cry that tho Populist party was 
wiped ont and actually made us believe 
our vote was light. Then wo found that 
it was nearly double that of 1892, aud 
that we were attracting rocruits. Since 
Senator Allen put foith his platform 
thoro has been another reaction against 
tho old system, aud I am now pietty 
well batisfiod that tho liberal elements 
in the west can unito in 189G." 


"And what will congress do on the 


finances?" 


"Ask me an easy one. This congress 


will do nothing, for public men will 
not face nltcinatives when they know 
that either will defeat them. As to the 
next congress, tbey are making great 
promises that it will fund the green- 
hacks aud Sherman silver notes, but I 
know it will do no such thing. 
It 


will not do anything that Cleveland 
wants it to do, to begin with, and will 
not dare to take that action. I have 
talked with too many senators to be- 
lieve such a thing possible, and stal- 
wart Republicans have told me they 
could stand on tho Allen platform, but 
as to that a bill to retire tho $498,000,- 
000 could never be got through the 
honse.'' 


populist Policy. 


Senator Allen was not so confident as 


his colleague that tho Brooklyn trouble 
was to stand alone, but thought theio 
wore too many factors in tho national 
labor situation for auy man to master 
them all. As to party action lie said: 
"Tho strike is no part o£ our policy, aud 
wo just now regret such things even 
more than usual. We are now confident 
of a union of forces for a more liberal 
policy—that is, a union in tho campaign 
of 1896." 


"Why is there such distraction in the 


present congress?" 


"Well, it is as Senator Kyle said— 


men aro faco to face with alternatives 
which they Jiate to admit. Tt must be 
the gold basis and a contraction of tho 
currency oue-half, or the opposite, but 
they dread the decision so much (hat 
they aro tiying all fiiih of quack medi- 
cines to got away from it. In fact, they 
are trying to revive an obsolete system. 
Banks oE issue aro obsolete. Tho world 
has outgrown them, or if it hasn't it 
isn't for want of painful experience." 


I never had realized how big Senator 


Allen is till he stood over mo and talked 
thus earnestly. It is a great episode in 
the history of the senate that during tho 
fight over tho Sherman silver law he 
talked for 15 hours and felt no ill effects 
from it. The other day he talked 4 hours 
and 10 minutes, but ho usually utters 
only about 150 words n minute, audit 
really seems to me as if the first two 
hours of his speech merely rests him, 
or rather wakos him up and makes his 
voice musical.

Hon. Late Penco was not in tho talk- 


ing humor when I laid the Brooklyn 
business before him. " You would not 
think I had time to/give to such trifles," 
said he, "if yon could know the de- 
mands made on me from hof '8 to recon- 
struct all creation and reoti^ things in 
general.

And with this view quite a number 


of members coincide. About the time 
this talk was rife tho pooling bill which 
bad paswd the house was up 111 tho sen- 
ate, aud expressions were frequent that 
the interstate commerce law had opened 
tho way beautifully for the United 
States to take charge ot all the railroads 
running through different states. I havo 
several times heard the old allegory so 
effectually used by Abraham Lincoln 
about Stephen, Franklin, Roger aud 
James framing the separate timbers of 
a houso quoted to prove that there was 
an understanding trom the first about 
this bill. 
"One-third of the railroad 


mileage," said one member, "is in the 
hands of receivers, and, according to the 
latest rulings, the federal judges are to 
assume jurisdiction from hell to Beer- 
sheba, with a federal prefect like Gen- 
eral Miles in each city to enforce their 
decrees." 


Treasury Official* Encouraged. 


It is a pleasure to add that the first 


really encouraging remarks come from 
the tieasury department, and they aro 
all the more charming because we had 
got in the habit of oxpectiug something 
else from that quarter. 
They assure us 


that receipts are rapidly gaining on ex- 
penditures, aud that, to their certain 
knowledge, February 
will 
equalize 


them. They add that January would 
have douo ao had not tho expenditures 
been heaviest, as usual, in that month, 
and more than §3,000,000 in Central 
Pacific railroad bonds paid besides. The 
big interest payments aro made in Jan- 
uary. The officials add that, with tho 
certainty of increasing receipts, the gold 
reserve may bo allowed to go as low as 
|50,000,000 without danger. Tho direct- 
or of the mint continues to assure us 
that the gold supply of the world is in- 
creasing rapidly, and to each successive 
estimate he adds a little. He is now 
positive tho world's yield will be at 
least $800,000,000 this year, and as tho 
amount used in the arts will not in- 
croaso in proportion the coinage will ex- 
ceed ?100,000,000. Let's all hope it is 
true, for it would only take six or seven 
years of that sort of thing to abate the 
gold famine. 


Certain Matters, 


•JJhe.ro was a good deal of cackling 


over tho new tariff of the Argentine He- 
public when it reached here, and our 
minister there, Hon. William I. Buchan- 
an, rejoiced greatly that tho tariff com- 
raihsiou had listened favorably to all he 
said and favored the United States. The 
committee on agriculture, however, can- 
not find much in it for the farmer. The 
Argentines havo reduced the tariff on 
pine lumber by a percentage which 
would make $250,000 less duty on the 
amount exported from tho United States 
last year, and crude petroleum and a 
few other articles aro put on the free 
list Tho duty on farm wagons and some 
other implements of husbandly is re- 
ductid from fiO per cent to 10 per cent, 
and on canned fruits and vegetables the 
reduction is oue-half. It is to be hoped 
ihat our farmers will find some comfort 
in thete items, as they certainly stand 
in need of it. 


It is foreign to the immediate subject, 


but worth noting in conclusion, that 
members elect to the nest house are ar- 
riving in daily increasing numbers, and 
the applications for offices at tho dis- 
posal of that houso outnumber auy in 
our previous history. 
One of the re- 


elected Republicans tells us that he has 
received nearly 100 applications, though 
ho cannot hope to secure more than two 
or three places at the best. Ho has had 
20 applications for tho appointment of 
pages alone. 
Few holdover members 


have been so completely snowed under 
as he, but all aro badly beset.

How Scar faced Joe Made His Lost Fight 


With tho Indians, 


One clay in July word came to the fort 


that Joo Hiller was "lying out" on Death 
crock, and a corporal wns sent out, with 
thrco men, to capture, kill or drive him 
out of the country. The man wns called 
Joo Jliller only in im official way. Out- 
side of official reports ho was always in- 
ferred to as Scar Faced Joo. He was ft 
tenmstcr in the employ of a govornment 
freighter and appeared at the fort four or 
five times a year. When not under tho in- 
fluence of drink, ho was a, mild tempered, 
good naturcd man. 
When ho gave him- 


self up to a spree, ho was tho ugliest man 
on tho plains.

Ho (lid not attempt to run. lie 
Biniplv walked to tho orest of a slight ri^o, 
whereon giew a stunted bush beside a 
bottlder, <md Ijiug down he began to firo 
upon tho Indians They wi-ro as surprised 
M ho was fnr tlio moment, but soon real- 
izing that hu \\.'|s nlono they began to cir 
clo and pour in their Hro 


''Tlmi's tin; end of Scar Faced Joe," 


whispered the corptunl »<- we drew back a 
little and dismounted 


His Hist bullet killed a pony, his second 


tumbled a warrior out of his saddle, his 
third got two poni("iin range and disabled 
both; his fourth sent nnuthoi Indian out 
of tho circle. 
Wti had come out hoping to 


kill tho mtm ourselves, but when wo wit- 
nessed his cool nervo wo could not help 
but applaud him. The shelter ho had was 
so slight that it availed him little Alone 
and single handoil, no matter how many 
Bpuro cartridges ho had, ho must soon be 
wiped out. 
Wo had no thought of going 


to his rescue. 
Not only were the odds too 


gicnt for us to show oursehes, but tho 
outlaw would probably have flred upon us 
had wo been strong enough to help him.
